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VIOLENT WINDS 
HIT MID-WEST 


15 Dead As Tornadoes 
Sweep From Texas To 
Central Illinois 


By UNITED PRESS 
Twisting winds lashing through 


the Mississippi river valley cut a 
path of destruction and death that 
extended today from the Texas 
Panhandle to central Illinois. At 
least 15 persons were killed by the} 
tornadoes. | 

The U. S. Weather Bureau re-j; 
ported cloudbursts and _ colder 
weather following in the wake of 
the violent storms as warm tropical 
air from the Gulf of Mexico met 
cold winds from the north and sent 
up the destructive spirals. The 
winds moved further eastward into 
Indiana but their Intensity was re- 
duced to about 28 miles per hour. 

Greatest destruction was report- 
ed in Texas where damage was es- | 
timated at $1,000,000. Three oil and 
gas wells were reported running 
wild near Greggton in eastern 
Texas after the storm toppled der- 
ricks. 


The gyrating storm Struck 
Frankston, an Anderson county 
town of 800, shortly before dark. 


Mary Lee Cook, one year old, was 
drowned when a cloudburst that ac- 
companied the storm swept a wall 
of water through a concrete high-, 
way culvert where the child’s 
mother, Mrs. Ted Cook, had sought 
refuge.

CARPENDER MINE CASE FINDING 


UPHELD !N APPELLATE COURT 


Finding Of Judae George H. 


Thompson Is 


Sustained In Litigation Instituted Against 
Former Owner By Purchasers Of Property 


SACRAMENTO, (lP)— The third 
district court of appeal cited the 
proverbial “Gold is where 


found,” in deciding there was no 
fraud in the sale of the Carpender 
gold mine to the Placers de Oro 
Company in El] Dorado county. 
Bert Carpender sold the mine for 
$35,000 in 1936 to Malcolm W. Moss. 
W. D. O’Brien and J. K. Gold. They 
sued for $105,565 damages on 
grounds of fraud because the mine 
assertedly was “worked out.” 
judgment was refused in Superior 
Court before Judge George H. 


Thompson and the decision upheld | 


by the Appellate Court. 
Evidence in the case showed that 


Carpender owned the mine since) 
1904. when he secured it from his | 


father. The mine consisted of 2 
400 foot shaft, a tunnel 2200 feet 
long, and other channels and 
shafts. 

The three purchasers made a 
lengthy inspection of the mine, us- 
ually with Fred Stancil, an em- 
ployee of Carpender, acting as a 


guide. After the sale, the company 
mined the property until 1937 and 
then claimed they found old works 
indicating the mine was “worked 
out.” They permitted the mine to 
refill with water before notifying 
Carpender, then suit was filed on 
July 29, 1937. 

Appellate Justice Rolfe Thomp- 
son, who wrote the opinion con-

| curred in by Justices John Pullen 
|and Raglan Tuttle, referred to the 
experienced and careful lower court 
| judge and then pointed out that 
any experienced mining man should 
know that flooding of the mine 
would loosen gravel and cause cave- 
ins. 


Referring to Stancil acting as 
agent. the court said “but assum- 
ing that he failed to disclose hidden 
works in the mine of which he had 
knowledge. that fact would not 
render the defendant liable for 
;damages or fraud, since the pur- 
chaser had been fully informed of 
conditions in the mine and the in- 
| formation was equally accessible to 


| them. 


“There is adequate proof to sup- 
port the finding that Carpender 
| fully and fairly informed the pur- 
ehasers of all the previous opera- 
tions and works in the mine. 


“The trial court was warranted 
in assuming that the mine was fi- 
|nally abandoned because it did not 
‘pan out’ as successfully as the 
purchasers had hoped that it would. 
| Gold mining is an uncertain ven- 
ture. There is much truth in the 
saying that ‘gold is where it is 
found.’ 

“The absence of gold in a pur- 
chased mine in paying quantity is 
not necessarily proof of fraud on 
the part of the vendor.”
